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Nebraska Ranked Fifth 
For Children’s Health

A child dies of a gunshot wound every 
two hours in the United States each day. 

The 1994 Kids Count Data Book, re- 
leased Monday, paints a somewhat sad 
picture of children’s well-being. The good 
news, however, is that in a study of all 50 
states and the District of Columbia, kids in 
Nebraska rank fifth in child well-being. 

The book is based on 10 factors ranging 
from percentages of low birth-weight ba- 
bies and births to single teens, to juvenile 
violent crime arrests and teen violent death 
rates. 

The two highest rated states are New 
Hampshire and North Dakota. The two 
states rated lowest are Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi. 

“These numbers are markers for us to 
look at,” said Gail Flanery of Voices for 
Children, “to figure out what we as Ne- 
braskans can do about the things happen- 
ing to young people and the areas we can 
improve on.” 


Flanery said by looking at the statistics, 
it may be possible to determine solutions 
to some of the problems. 

“Right now, for example, there is a child 
death review team that is looking at why 
kids are dying,” Flanery said. “It’s a really 
mixed bag, everything from diseases to 
drowning and suffocating to vehicular 
crashes.” 

The review team, Flanery added, will 
begin to determine systematic changes that 
could be made to increase children’s 
chances of living until adulthood. 

Nebraska’s child death rate ranks 19th 
jumping up 12 percent from 1985 to 1991. 
The children considered in this rate, ac- 
cording to Flanery, are those under the age 
of 14. 

Another leap for Nebraska is the per- 
centage of single teenagers having babies. 
In 1991, 1,748 babies were born to teens, 
which make up 7.3 percent of all births in 
Nebraska for that year.

International Graduates Hope to Stay

The UNO Registrar reports that of the 
more than 700 UNO students graduating 
next week, international students make up 
20 of them. 

The students graduating come from Leba- 
non, China, Iran, India and a host of other 
countries. Many of them won’t return to 
their home country right away, but plan to 
apply for one year of practical training. 

“I would like to take advantage of my 
practical training if 1 find an employer,” 
said Herminia Navarro, a Venezuelan stu- 
dent majoring in economics. 

Sharon Emery, student adviser of the 
international students, said many of them 
want the experience of working in America 
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before they leave. 

“The whole idea is that they cannot get 
the same practical training in their coun- 
try,” Emery said. 

Agnieszka Lech, a general science ma- 
jor, wants to continue her education. 

“I found out I was accepted at Creighton, 
but I can’t attend unless I can pay the tu- 
ition,” Lech said. 

Since international students cannot ap- 
ply for financial aid, they have to rely on 
private funds and scholarships to study in 
America. 

Lech said she hopes she can continue her 
education in America, but she will see how 
things go. 

“want to be a physcian and help people,”

Another graduating student, Takashi 
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Yamane from Japan, doesn’t have to worry 
about paying his tuition. 

“I worked for construction firm for 14 
years, and they pay for my education,” 
Yamane said. 

Yamane said he also is ee to do 
research for the company along with his 
studies. He also wants to stay in Nebraska 
so he can obtain a master’s uestee in civil 
engineering. 

Emery said that though most interna- 
tional students are required to return to 
their home countries, it is possible for some 
to remain in the state and work temporarily.

To me, the simple 
fact that a driver, after 
rear-ending another 
driver, would leave the 
scene of an accident 
was enough to con- 
vince me that all hope 
of decency and good in 
mankind was lost. 

Considering the 
speed and force of the 
vehicle involved, the driver must have re- 
alized he had caused a degree of damage 
and because of this, there is no reason he 


_Should have left. 


Unless he didn’t have insurance, was 
driving under a suspended license, was 
intoxicated or was even driving a stolen 
vehicle, the driver could have simply been 
afraid of taking the responsibility of his 
actions. 

But there is no good excuse. 
This driver, after infringing on our ba- 


sic rights and freedoms by causing damage.

There is always the possibility that, if 
not wearing seatbelts, we could have been 
more severely injured.

To me, the lack of respect and acknowl- 
edgment of a person’s responsibilities and 
obligations to others not only as a motorist, 
but as a person, is enough to question the 
morals and values of our society as a whole.

UNO Bowlers Finish Strong Nationally

The UNO bowling teams proved they could . 
bowl against national competition when they 
competed in the American College Unions 
International National Team Championship 
Tournament in Indianapolis this past week- 
end. 

The women’s team finished a school-best 
second since they began competing in the 
tournament five years ago, while the men’s 
team finished 12th in the 30-school event. 

Bowling Coach Judy Dye said she was 
impressed with the quality of bowlers that 
were in the tournament. 

“I was amazed how competitive and how 
tight the competition was,” Dye said. “It was 
a great challenge for our bowlers.” 

Despite the outcome, the tournament 
started sour for the women. After the first 
game in the twelve-game qualifying round, 
they were in dead last. Then they started their 
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climb. 

By the end of the 11th game, the women 
knocked off Akron University, who had lead 
the tournament after every game. 

“No one thought they would be beat,” Dye 
said, “‘but we just went out and did real well.” 

After the 12-game qualifying round, the 
top four women’s teams bowled in the finals 
in a Baker format, in which each bowler rolls 
two frames in each game. 

The women held the top rung through six 
games in the final round, before losing their 
rematch against Akron University, setting them 
back to second. 

UNO bowler Paula Winters was named All 
Events Champion, areward to the bowler with 
the highest tournament average. Winters av- 
eraged 200. 

Winters said she had been bowling “pretty 
much in the mid-180’s”, but put together a 
string of games she knew she is capable of 
doing. 

Winters, who averaged 212 in a tourna- 
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ment earlier this year, cited another reason for 
individual and team success. 
“We hada different team this tournament,” 


’ Winters said. “We had some old members, 


and we had a new member, Shea Chase. We 
just got it together and bowled real well.” 

Chase is a transfer from Washington State 
University. 

Winters and teammate Angie Eikenberry, 
who averaged 191, were named to the All- 
Tournament team. Other team members were 
Roxanne Dzur and Marcie Scurlock. 

Although the men finished 12th, Dye was 
happy with their performance. 

“The men averaged well, but the level of 
competition was so doggone tough,” Dye 
said. ; ; 

Marty Rasmussen lead the men by averag- 
ing 216, and just missed making the All- 
Tournament team by 22 pins.
